Wo have seversl
foundrios and manufactociss, sll employing &
largeé sumber of men,

The Jellerson Democratin commenting on
some Animadversions of the New York Sun
on those it waa pleased to term “more Ma-
hones in the south,” says :

This is all correct; but while this is unde.
niably true Lhap tbere Ara a cluss of
souihierns that “fully equal the Naw Kng-
landoré in  wvarice and meanness,” and we
thivk fnr surpasses them in degradstion, the
Inst fifteon yonrs has shiown, to the credit of
the south, thal they are comparatively fow.
